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An Introduction to 


Flute Repertoire by Living Composers 


This guide is intended to serve several purposes with the single-most 
important goal to provide exposure of quality works for the flute, as compiled by 
the NFA, written by currently living composers. 

The act of commissioning new music works used to be a constant activity 
prior to the 20" century and the invention of radio and television technologies. 
World Wars I & II also created a vacuum for the creation of new music over the 
course of nearly a decade, or even longer in some cases. This is not to say that 
commissioning is dead; in fact, the act of commissioning new works of music by 
living composers has been steadily—yet slowly—increasing. There is still much 
work to be done. 

When speaking to music students in grade school and collegiate studies, the 
majority of them speak about long-passed composers and musical works written 
centuries ago. One would almost think that the world of music was stuck in a 
classical bubble of teaching and diatonic havens—unfortunately this is too often 
the reality. 

This short-list was compiled to be a free guide with the hope that it could 
offer the flute pedagogical community a resource to perform and teach new works 
of quality music written by composers that actually have the ability to 
communicate with those who engage their music. I sincerely recommend that 
performers reach out to the composers of the music they perform. We may be 
busy and not respond to every correspondence, but I promise you that living 
composers read and listen to the performers, students, teachers, and hobbyists that 
perform, use, and bring their works to life.

A message from the 2020 Pedagogy Task Force 


In 2000, the NFA’s Pedagogy Committee put together the first version of what is now 
known as Selected Flute Repertoire and Studies: A Graded Guide, published in 2009. This guide 
provides a curriculum commensurate with national syllabus and examinations systems in the 
United Kingdom, Canada, and other countries. The detailed grading system makes it a resource 
for discovering new pieces appropriate for students at very specific points in their development, 
important for teachers assigning a larger variety of repertoire than they’ ve actually played 
themselves. 


The 2009 edition includes the mission to select “the best instructional materials for the flute and 
the classification of these materials according to predetermined and progressively leveled 
criteria, useful for students from first notes through professional level training. . . At every turn 
we demanded that each work selected fulfill both criteria: that each work considered by us, from 
our daily experience in the studio, be the best of the available teaching materials and be a work 
which we genuinely love and use in our own teaching." 


There are four categories of graded materials: Selected Repertoire, Selected Etudes, Selected 
Methods, and Selected Daily Studies. The PDF of the 2009 guide can be found here. 


In 2020, a task force was formed to update and diversify the 2009 guide. Drawing on substantial 
research as well as submissions from flutists, composers, and publishers around the world, our 
task force reviewed nearly 300 works for possible addition to the guide. While we can't claim 
personal teaching experience with each of these pieces (as was the case in previous editions of 
this guide), we think these are quality works for the flute and have graded them according to the 
rubric previously established by the Pedagogy Committee. The resulting project is a Google 
sheet with pre-programmed filters. 


All works included have been updated with more information, including composer birth and 
death dates, nationality, and self-identified race and ethnicity and LGTBQIA2S- information. 
Approximate timings and recording links are included when available. Our goal of increasing 
composer diversity in this guide has been successful, though the work constantly reminded us 
how far we have to go for equity and inclusion, and future projects are in early planning stages. 


In addition, we hope the smaller spreadsheets on subsequent tabs for specific subsets of 
composers and repertoire types will be useful to you in your programming.

Mature tone development with expressive tone color and 
variety of vibrato use. Control of dynamic spectrum niente to fff in all 
registers, terraced dynamics, large-scale crescendo/diminuendo, 
dynamic accent markings, e.g. fp, fz, sfz. Control of extreme, sudden 
dynamic and range changes within stylistically, technically, and 
musically challenging phrases. Ability to sustain passages in extreme 
ranges. Increased emphasis on elements of period style, use of rubato, 
and of extended techniques.

Possible use of chord symbols or 
figured bass as the basis for improvisation. Extensive use of notation 
designating extended techniques. Compositions employing no notation 
whatsoever over large sections of the work thus requiring free 
improvisation. Notation for synchronizing the use of electronic media 
in performance. 


Mastery and interpretation of works from the standard and non- 
standard literature. Acquisition of complete flute skills leading to 
informed interpretationand compelling performance of works in all 
styles with a variety of media. Development and use of mature tone 
with a full range of expressive tone color, a variety of vibrato speeds, 
and the necessary tonal tools to convey the subtleties and meaning of a 
musical phrase. Development and use of timbral techniques including 
shakuhachi-style playing, extended multiple-sonorities, residual tones, 


jet whistle, and a spectrum of tone qualities ranging from diffuse to 
very bright. Control of dynamic spectrum niente to fff in all registers, 
terraced dynamics, large-scale crescendo/diminuendo, dynamic accent 
markings, e.g. fp, fz, sfz. Control of extreme, sudden dynamic and 
range changes within stylistically, technically, and musically 
challenging phrases. Ability to sustain passages in extreme ranges. 
Application of informed historical understanding in the performance 
of music from earlier time periods. Spontaneous and effective 
performances of such historical works with unique choices of phrasing, 
articulation, dynamics and ornamentation. Ability to create a musically 
appropriate cadenza for works in which cadenzas are usually included. 
Ability to perform comfortably with electronic media. Ability to 
improvise as required by the literature. Ability to apply all known 
techniques to other instruments of the family (piccolo, alto or bass 
flute), transposing as required.
